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The changing face 
of our game 


THERE HAVE BEEN so many 
changes made to our game in 
Australia that you could fill a book 
with them - and quite a large one 
at that. 

But | don't think that we have 
quite got the mix right yet and 
expect that there will be a few 
more changes before we kick into 
the year 2000 and a new 
millenium. 

A couple of weeks ago | spoke to 
a prominent New Zealand 
journalist at the Australia v New 
Zealand match. 

He was fairly convinced that 
Auckland will get the green light to 
enter the Ericsson Cup which is 
very exciting. 

Despite the rumblings from 
Oceania it seems that FIFA 
Statutes do permit the entry of 
Overseas clubs - as long as both 
national federations and FIFA are 
agreeable. 

Another change coming up is 
likely to be more imminent and that 
is the entry of Perth in next 
season's Ericsson Cup. 

!f Perth come in alone it would 
leave us with an odd number of 
clubs - and | don't think that 
Soccer Australia will allow that to 
happen. 

Neither do | think that there is 
any real danger of any of the 
existing twelve being relegated. 

Who else comes in to make the 
14, well that is anyone's guess at 
this stage, 

I'm sure that David Hill has his 
thoughts but he certainly isn't 
making them public, 

Parramatta Eagles, Heidelberg 
and the Zebras are all keen to gat 


their status back and maybe one 
of them will do just that. 

But maybe the SA chief has 
another little surprise up his 
sleeve, 

Auckland, if that goes according 
to plan, are likely to come in the 
following season and | would not 
see any likelihood of a 16 taam 
league. 

More probably one club will drop 
out leaving the Cup at 14 teams 
which would give 39 round 
matches per season, plus the play 
offs, cup matches and 
international club matches which 
will be a part of the scene by that 
time. 

Remember that we have jumped 
two seasons down the track and 
are now talking about the 1997/98 
season by which time Australia will 
also be battling it out for the right to 
go to the 1998 World Cup finals in 
France. 

It really is going to be an exciting 
few years for Australian football 
and a period which could see our 
game firmly on the sporting map. 

That is the sort of sea change 
that we all envisaged when 
everyone was shouting about 
seminars, summits and new 
brooms, 

| am sure that all of this is being 
talked about in the corridors of 
power - in fact | know that itis, and 
! am also sure that this is the 
direction that those in the corridors 
of power see our game going in. 

The trouble is that they haven't 
told the people who come through 
the turnstiles yet; and who wants 
to be out at sea without anyone 
rowing the boat. 
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Time for baby 
Blues to 


IT IS something which South 
Melbourne fans have experienced 
over the last two seasons but it is 
clearly something which they don't 
like. 

Last season the team had a 
horror start and this season has 
been no exception. 

At the end of the day all of the 
sound logic and explanations go 
out of the window simply because 
the club's following expects - and 
demands - not only good football, 
but results. 

This season coach Frank Arok 
gambled heavily by paying off his 
big names and he got the kind of 
media backlash which he 
expected. 

“How many of those players 
have won anything for the club in 
the past?" he rightly asked. 

“Did that team ever win a 
championship?" 

It was a point well made and 
Arok then set about building up his 
'95 version of the Baby Blues 
around a hard core of experience 
and talent. 

That core was to have included 
Anastasiadis, Muscat, Kuzman- 
ovic, Petersen, Boutsianis, 
Trimboli and Kelic, 

Toss in the signing of Kiwi 
international Vaughan Coveney 
and it wasn't a bad start. 

Then Arok blended in the club's 
own junior prodigies, some of 
whom had been around for quite a 
few seasons, and a bit of talent 
from the Victorian Premier 
League. 

Plus, of course, the brilliant 
Daniel Alsopp from the Victorian 
Institute of Sport. 

The trouble was that Muscat was 
transferred to Sheffield United and 
Boutsianis has gone off to Europe 
looking for a full time career. 

In the meantime the Good Ship 
South Melbourne is clearly in 
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trouble. 

“Changing the line-up virtually 
every week and so many players 
registered at the last second 
causes problems," says Arok. 

“But | have to remind everyone 
that we didn't intend to start this 
season without Boutsianis and 
Muscat. 

“| expected them to be part of my 
team." 

Even in hindsight Arok believes 
that the players he cut from the 
squad left the club at the right time. 

"We are still trying to find the best 
starting eleven out of our squad," 
he says and has just added Alan 
Davidson to that. 

But even the return of Davo 
wasn't enough to _ prevent 
successive losses to West 
Adelaide and Brisbane Strikers. 

Now Frank Arok has something 
which he has waited a long, long 
time to get - two successive home 
games at Bob Jane Stadium. 

The matches against Newcastle

are crucial. 

Six points will lift them into Top 
Six contention, even four will haul 
them out of the dreaded danger 
zone.

On the road to 
full time football 


ULL TIME 
football, the 
impossible 
dream ... is it 


realistically achievable? 
Especially in a country 
where football ranks 
behind Aussie Rules and 
Rugby League - 
depending on where you 
live, 

Most media commen- 
tators have come out 
strongly on the side of a 
push for a full time league 
with the general opinion 
being that it is the only 
way to compete against 
the big guns of Europe in 
the attempt to keep our 
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best young players at 
home. 

But realistically, what 
chance does soccer 
have if Rugby League 
and even Aussie Rules 
players aren't all full 
time? 

In the other codes the 
top players are earning 
over $400,000 each from 
playing alone, not 
counting personal end- 
orsemenis and appear- 
ances. 

Even the more modest 
Aussie Rules player can 
pull in anything from 
$40,000 to $80,000, 

But that is the sort of 


figure that only the top 
home based soccer 
players earn. 

So how can the game 
even think of turning 
professional? 

Currently the typical 
working budget of an 
average Ericsson Cup 
side is $800,000 per 
season. 

That figure only takes 
in normal running costs 
like player wages, back 
room staff, ASF fees, 
coaches and 
administration costs. 

It doesn't leave any 
room for transfer fees or 
for signing on fees yet if 


revenue was to be raised 
from the gate alone then 
an average paying crowd 
of 5,000 would be 
required at home games. 

And that is just to keep 
the game at its present 
level. 

The importance of 
sponsorship is obvious to 
the success of any club 
and without = major. 
company support from 
firms like Bob Jane T- 
Marts and Southern 
Motors then clubs like 
South Melbourne would 
not be able to operate at 
the high level that they 
do. 


So is the full time game 
just a dream? 

Maybe the recent 
Futbol Mundial report on 
club merchandising 
gives an_ insight to 
another direction which 
few clubs in Australia 


have explored thor- 

, oughly yet. 
Because clubs in Britain 
like Swansea, Raith 


Rovers, Cardiff, Crewe 
and Lincoin can survive 
with gates which would 
very definitely not be the 
envy of Australian clubs. 

Even English Premier 
League side Wimbledon 
struggle at the gate office 
yet they remain a viable, 
if unattractive, side in one 
of the best competitions 
in the world. 

The same story goes 
right throughout Europe 
where, with the exception 
of the big glamour clubs, 
the leagues of Belgium, 
France, Holland, Ireland 
and Sweden survive on 
average gates between 
three and five thousand.
